Cotcmavs, O., October 25.—[Special.]—The 
toming week will close the most remarkable 
tical campaign in the histury of this state. 


' Eech party will bave held, when the campaign 


sloses next Saturday ‘night, over five hundred 
pass meetings arranged by the state commit- 
tees, besides innumerable small ward and 
township meetings under the auspices of the 
Jocal leaders. McKinley will have made 118 

hes, or rather will have delivered one 

h 118 times, and Campbell will have 
made fifty-one speeches in thirty days. 

This week the republicans intend to hold 
forty meetings a day and wind up the cam- 
paign on Saturday night with a grand burrab 
in each of the big cities of thestate. They 
have had over eighty-five foreign speakers 
here during the campaign, but some of their 
heaviest timber has been reserved for the 
windup. 

Tom Reed on Hand. 

Tom Reed will appearin the arena tomor- 
row, together with other relics of his billion- 
dollar congress, like Cheadle of Indiana, Bur- 
rows of Michigan, Joe Cannon of Iilinois, and 
Mark H. Dunnel!l of Minnesota, who Were re- 
tired by the people of their districts last fall 
for the part they took in the revolutionary 
proceedings of that congress. 

Joe Cannon is the man who made a filthy 
remark on the floor of the house, which drove 
thé ladies from the galleries and him into pri- 
vate life jast fall. 

This is the second retirement Dunnell has 
suffered. The first was occasioned by his vote 
for the “salary grab’ in 1873. He had been 
waiting for the money to be voted by the bill 
to build a new house, and the day it passed he 
telegraphed his wife: “Bill passed. Begin 
hauling sand.”’ That telegram beat him, and 
the fact that he voted for the McKinley bill, 
which “hauls sand” for the manufacturers, de- 
feated him again last fall. 

These republicans are statesmen out of a 
job, and they are advocating McKinley’s elec- 
tion at $100 per speech. The advent of Tom 
Reed is heralded by the democrats with joy, 
as he is considered a very talented and accom- 
plished **hoodoo.”

WEAVER'S EMBEZZLEMENT. 


He Collected Money from the Settlers, Dut 
Made No Returns. 


St. Louis, October 25.—A special to The 
Republic from Van Buren, Ark., says a de- 
cided sensation was created by the report that 
J. M. Weaver, who has hitherto borne an 
irreproachable reputation, and being a strict 
churetr in r, is an embezzler. Weaver 
has been a land agent for the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith railroad for a number of years. 
His duties consisted of selling land to settlers, 
receiving part payment and transmitting re- 
ceipts and papers to the general offices of the 
company at Morriltown, 

After the first payment to Weaver, accord- 
ing to instructions, he should have informed 
the settlers that they must pay the balance 
direct tothe railroad company. Instead of 
doing so, however, itis alleged that Weaver 
continued to collect the money. The railroad 
people finally notified the settlers that unless 
they paid up immediately they would be 
evicted.

Last night they skipped out, taking the money 
with them. 


A GREEN GOODS GANG 


Run Upon by Detectives in New York City. 
: Two Arrested. 

New York, October 25.—Central office de- 
tectives have just unearthed the headquarters 
of a “green goods” business in this city, to- 
gether with a cipher code, books of reference, 
lists, names and some six thousand letters re- 
ceived from diffgrent people in reference to 
the purchase of goods from every state in the 
union. They havealso arrested Frank Brooks, 
and Terrence Murphy, head operators and 
leaders in the business. They also learned 
that the combination had just sent out 500,000 
circulars and ietters preparatory to the win- 
ter’s work. Inspector Byrnes has the names 
of people to whom these circulars are ad- 
dressed and will look after future correspond- 
ence in his own peculiar way.

Causes Colonel Hains to Ask to Be Re 
lieved of His Position,

An Insulting Letter Sent to the Sec- 
retary of War 


BY THE SLAYER OF NED HANNEGAN, 


In Which He Makes Threats Against Army 
Officers on Account of Slights Offered 
to His Family. 


W AsHInGTon, October 25.—[Special.]—Colo- 
nel P. O. Hains was today, by hisown req 
quest, relieved by the secretary of war as en 
gineer in charge of the Potomac river im- 
provements, and ordered to Portland, Me, 
This is the result of the tragedy at Hampton 
Roads, where Thornton Hains, son of the colo- 
nel, shot and killed bis friend, Ned Hanne 
gan, for some reason that has never been dé 
veloped. Young Hains’s subsequent acquittal’ 
met with general indignation. After the irtal 
Mrs. Hains, the murderer’s mother, insisted 
upon following the acquittal of her son with 
an effort to accomplish his complete re-estalx. 
lishment into society, This the army circle 
refused to tolerate. 

A short time ago a letter was received by the 
secretary of war from Thornton Hains, insolent 
avd threatening in its character. The writer 
said that since his trial and acquittal there had 
been a systematic course of ostracism and in- 
sulting slights towards his father and mother 
by a certain clique of army ofticers on account 


of the Fort Monroe affair, and he proposed, 
that it should be stopped. He demanded that [ 


the secretary take proper steps to put an 
end to this persecution, and he added if noth 
ing was done officially he would take the ma& 
ter into his own hands and put an end to if. 
himself. 

The secretary, it is said, laid this communiy 
cation before the president at once, urging 
that steps be taken to prevent apy trouble be 
ing made by young Hains. 

Watching Young Hains, 

Drummond, the chief of the secret service 
of the treasury, was summoned, and be was 
instructed to have the young man carefully 
watched. Accordingly, an agent of 
bureau was stationed near the house, and 
Thornton Hains was diligently shadowed. It 
is understood that this led to a humorous com- 
plication. The chief of police, getting wind of 
the matter, and not understanding it, set one 
of his men to watch the detective. 

Thinks His Son Insane. 

Soon afterthe talk atthe white house, the 
secretary of war summoned Colonel Hains to 
him, and showed him his son’s letter. 


ized bis‘son’s folly. He‘assured the secre 
that the letter had been written with 
his knowledge, and he added that he had 
forced to the melancholy conelasion t 
his son was insane. He had done ail] in his 
power to restrain him and taken steps tofhave 
him leave the country. He then asked to be 
relieved from further duty in Washington, in 
order that he might get away from the scenes 
that had become so terribly significant to him. 
The secretary, itis said, told Colonel Haius 
that he had the highest regard for him and 
would accede to his request. 

The Whole Family Leaves.

quest, been transferred from the Washington 
barracks to Fort McHenry, Baltimore, and 
thus in a short time the entire family wil] have 
removed from Washington.

While Its Parents Were Working in the

A STARTLING SENSATION IN BERLIN. 


The Body of a. Woman Found Hor- 
jribly Mutilated. 


NO GLUE FOUND TO THE MURDERER, 


How the Janitor of the Building Made 
Money by Exhibiting the Re- 
mains of the Woman. 


Breruin, October 25.—This city has been 
treated to a “Jack-the-Ripper’’ sensation. The 
body of a wretched, abandoned woman was 
found horribly stabbed in her lodgings ina 
squalid quarter of the town, horribly slashed 
and mutilated. 

The assassin, who is unknown, escaped. 
The woman was seen to enter a house with a 
stranger at 1 o’clock this morning, and ten 
minutes afterwards the man was seen to run 
away. The woman was found a little later 
lying on the floor, fully dressed, even to the 
matter of her gloves. Her throat was cut and 
abdomen ripped open. A large reward for 
the arrest of the murderer was promptly of- 
fered. The police suspect a well-dressed 
young man, who was some time before seen 
accosting women in the street. 

The name of the victim was Hedwig Nitsche, 
and she lived in Holzmarket Gasse. Portions 
of the woman’s body, after being cut off, were 
carried away by the brutal murderer. The 
room where the body was found and the sur- 
roundings are entirely untouched.

The police 
have already arrested several suspicious char- 
acters, but they have in all cases been dis- 
charged for lack of evidence, and the authori- 
ties are hopelessly without a clue.

RUINED BY THE FLAMES. 


Country Resort Destroyed by 
Fire. 

Paris, October 25.—Advices have just been 
received here from Meiringer, in the canton 
of Ber, Switzerland, to the effect that the 
town has been almost entirely wiped out of 
existence by fire. The conflagration . was 
fanned by a high wind, and the flames swept 
away street after street with frightful rapidity. 
Appliances of the corporation for extinguish- 
ing fires proved to be of no use whatever. The 
railroud station, postofiice, telegraph office 
and nearly all business places and residences 
were utterly destroyed, and in the briefest 
space of time. The Victoria hotel and Wil- 
dermann’s hotel are the only two structures 
to mark the situation of this once prosperous 
country resort of 3,000 inhabitants, and they 
were only spared owing to their isolation from 
other buildings.

In July lagt Robert Morton, a machinist em- 
ployed in the Richmond and Danville railway 
shops in this city, was attacked on the streets 
by a huge mad dog, thrown to the ground and 
terribly bitven about the arms and hands. The 
wounds were cauterized and a mad-stone ap- 
plied, and immediately Mr. Morton’s fellow 
workmen raised a purse and sent him to the 
Pasteur institute in New York, where ho took 
the regular treatment, and returned to his 
home with the assurance of the physician in 
charge that he had been cured. 

The first symptoms of hydrophobia appeared 
while Morton was on his engine last Friday 
night. He felt a sudden pain in the arm 
which had been bitten, and a sicknessin the 
Stomach. : 
Suffered Intense Agony. 

Saturday morning Morton began to pant like 
a dog that had run a long distance, and white 
and green foam fel! from his lips. He suffered 
intense agony, saying his sides, where he had 
been inoculated, were in fearful pain. At 
times he would draw himself up and raise his 
body onall fours, but as soon as spoken to 
would again lie down, the incessant panting 
continuing meanwhile. 

With al! this he retained wonderful self- 
control, piteouslyjbegging every one not to talk 
to him, being fearful of the harm he might do 
them. He died in intense agony. 

The Treatment Condemned. 

Morton remained at the Pasteur institate 
fifteen days, receiving inoculations in his 
sides twice a day. While in New York he 
woke severai times to find himself trying to 
bite his half brother, with whom he was sleep- 
ing. Morton’s family severely condemns the 
treatment, and it is currently stated that the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers intends 
taking some officia) aetion. 

The patient had internal spasms, and turned 
from water. Had he been less exhausted he 
might have lived forty-eight hoursionger. As 
to the Pasteur treatment, the attending 
physician says. ‘“‘It certainly failed in this 
case, but it undoubtedly modified the symp- 
toms. He was not as violent as he would have 


been without it.’’ 
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BERESFORD'S TRIAL. 


The Case Will Be Called Up in Rome 
Court This Morning. 


Rome, Ga., October 25.—[Special.]—In the 
superior court tomorrow morping at 10 o’clock 
the case of the State vs. Sidney Lascelles, alias 
Walter S. Beresford, will be called. This 
trial is commonly known as the “‘lord’s” case. 
Beresford was extradicted from New York to 
Georgia under two charges—cheating and 
swindling and larceny after trust—but since he 
wus brought here another case has been pre- 
ferred, and that is forgery—signing Walter 8. 
Beresford’s name to a check while itis alleged 
his true name is Sidney Lascelles. In the 
skirmish that occurred a few days ago an 
affidavit was sworn to by Beresford to the 
effect that he desired witnesses to be present 
in order to show that his true name was 
Walter 8.

The National Union Company at Work in 
Kentucky. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky.,October 25.—The National 
Union Company, of the New York Co-opera- 
tive concern, which grew out of the farmers’ 
convention at Ocala, Fla., and received the 
approval of President Polk, bas established it- 
selfin Kentucky. A state depot has been es- 
tablished in Louisvilie, by W. H. Harris, trade 
commissioner of the union for Kentucky, and 
E. A. Bedinger, Jr., a well-known farmer, 
who has been active in politics, is made gen- 
eral manager. Tie Farmers’ Alliance had 
already established business here and did last 
year about seventy-five thousand dollars’ worth 
of trade. 

This is givento the union. Options have 
been secured on thirty-five stores at various 
points in the state, and Vico President Wilson, 
of the national union, has trausferred them to 
agents chosen by farmers’ county organiz tions 
as fast as possible. 

Yesterday the transfer of the store at Shel- 
byville was about completed. Among other 
places where stores are to be established are: 
Paducah, Hopkinsviile, Bowling Green, Har- 
rodsbarg, Bloomfield and West Point. The 
plan isto make Louisville the distributing 
point to stores at every important town in the 
state and give the members of the alliance a 
rebate on goods purehased. A number ol co- 
operative stores have been doing business in

POLITICS IN KANSAS. 


The People Interested in the Counts 
Elections. 


THE OLD PARTIES WORKING VEPY HARD 


While the People’s Party Is Not So 
Active, 


AND WILL SHOW A DECREASED VOTE, 


While the Democrats and Republicans 
Will Gain—Senator Plumb Making 
Himself Very Conspicuous. 


TorxKa. Ks., October 21.—{Special.}— While 
this is an off year in Kansas politics, the result 
of the local contests next month is looked 
forward to with great interest by ail parties. 
Aside from the county elections nine district 
judges are to be chosen. The fight for these 
places is animated, and generally partisan 
politics have been ruled out, and the 
fight has narrowed down betwoen the two old 
parties against the alliance or people’s party.- 
In several of these districts non-partisau con- 
ventions were called and candidates nominated 
with a view to defeating the people’s party 
candidate to the end, as claimed by those par- 
ticipating, that the judiciary of the state 
might not fall into the hands of comnrnistic 
judges. In the other districts where thero are 
three candidates the democrats nominated to 
prevent the members of that parity from 
voting the people’s party ticket, and with the 
real intention of aiding the republican can- 
didate. 

In the county campaigns the fight is almost 
as intense as it was last year, thejdesire being 
to poll the biggest vote possible by all parties. 
The republican state committee and the re- 
publican league committee both have head- 
quarters open in Topeka, and are daily send- 
ing dozens of speakers into the various count- 
ies upon the request of local republicans. 

Senator Plumb has been in the state during 
the past month, speaking daily to large audi- 
ences. He makes his own appointments, and 
is unable to fill half the calls made upon him. 
Ex-Governor Anthony, Hon. A. W. Smith, 
J. W. Ady, J. R. Burton, F. B. Bawes and 
other speakers of state-wide reputation, are in 
the field daily. No sucha campaingn wasever 
before carried on in Kansas by the republicans 
in an off year. In fact, it was never necessary 
before. Every available speakeris called upou 
to help, and but one prominent republican— 
Jobn J. Ingalls—has refused. For his faiiure 
to step to the front and help the party which 
has repeatedly honored him The Topeka Daily 
Capitai, of recent date, scored him editorially. 
It said: 

“Forgetting the gallant, self-sacrificing fight 
of his party that went down to defeat with 
him, this supreme worshiper of himse]f turned 
his back upon the political friends of a quarter 
of acentury, he appears before the poe of 
the country through the pressof New York, 
Boston and Baltimoreas the eulogist of the 
new political force that defeated him and his 
party.

Dr. Barrett Is Greeted by His Congrega- 
tion at St. Luke’s—He Made 
a Short Talk.

Through the years of a busy 
life, I have found but little time for cali 
thought and introspection. When in the hos- 
pital I was thrown in close communion with 
600 suffering souls, gathered from every quar- 
ter of the earth, and felt the brotherhood of 
man. This fellowship brought mein touch 
with my fellow man, something very neces- 
sary for all, and particularly so fora clergy- 
man.” 

At the olose of his remarks, which lasted 
but a few minutes, Dr. Barrett, completely ex- 
hausted, staggered as he walked to his seat. 

Not an eye in the vast audience was free 
from tears. 

It was atouching, pitiful picture. It was 
the highest tribute man. can pay to fellow 
man, the tribute of devotion and love. 

There was something in their loyal hearts, 
which, touched with pity, caused the tears 
that told the story of the pastor’s faithfulness 
to his charge, and unfailing devotion to duty. 

It was a sight not often seen in a whole life- 
time, the seeing of which turns men’s mind to 
higher things, and begets loftier impulses and 
emotions. 

Dr. Barrett’s health is slowly improving, 
and he is recuperating his energies day by day, 
but it will be some time yet before he will be 
physically able to preach with the old fire. 


Merritt's Avenue Church. 


The Rev. Dr. John W. Heidt, poeeins elder of 
this district, preached an excellent sermon at the 
“Little Church Around the Corner’ yesterday, 
filling the — for Dr. Hopkins, who was prea- 
ent. Dr. Heist comes from that city of cultured 
clergymen, Savannah, and shows in his pulpit 
oratory the grace and finish of matter and man- 
ner that mark the men who have been bred in the 
refined and educated atmosphere of Georgia's 
Forest City. 

The text was Genesis XxIv, 5: “And Enoch 
walked with God: and he was not, for God took 
him.”’ 

+ The preacher based upon this brief chronicle of 
Enoch’s spiritual life the beauty and value of our 

religion of Christ. He illustrated clearly what it 
is to walk with God, dwelling upon the univerality 
of Christian salvation for all, and its all-pervading 
efficacy for final human happiness. 

Dr. Heidt elaborated very beautifully the 
crucial idea of the text, and impressed 


divine hope upon Jesus, fashioning ail conduct 
upon God's admonitions, and the certainty of 
reaping the inevitable harvest of being forever 
with God. 
t Dr. Hopkins announced an old-time love feast 
in the afternoon, which came off and was enjoved. 
He has been requested to repeat his strong and 
eloquent sermon on “Immortality,” delivered two 
Sabbaths ago, and cranting the request, will 
reach the sermon again next Sunday. 
At night Rev. Dr. Lee preached ah excellent ser- 
mon to a Jarge audience. 


At the First Methodist. 

Rev. M. J. Cofer preached a most interesting 
sermon at the First Methodist church yesterday 
morning. He was greeted by a large and appreci- 
ative congregation, who listened attentively to 
the words of truth so eloquently spoken. 

He preached from Luke vill,18. ‘Take heed, 
therefore, how ye hear, for whosoever hath to him 
shail be given, and whosoever hath not from him 
shall he taken even that which he seemeth to 
have.” 

“A talent to be preserved must be used. It not 
only multiplies itself, but increases its active 
strength by use. Every man has talents greater 
or less. Sunday schoo!s need teachers. Every 
teacher with a full comprehension of what teach- 
ing implies should have more than six students in 
his class. The need of the church is the activity 
of its individual inembers.”’ 

The speaker referred to the work being done by 
the voung Harris institute, in Union county. 

«Teachers are there working,” said he, “for far 
less than they could get at other places, and are 
doing a great work tor God and humanity, The 
hope of the church in that section of the state is 
in these centers of education. I shall take no col- 
lection, but any one who 18 disposed to give after 
the sermon, or tomorrow, I shail gladly receive it. 
It takes $225 to build a cottage.”’ 

At the close of the sermon Mr, Reinhardt pro- 
posed that something be done at once. 

Messrs. Wiuship, Hunnicutt and Palmer said 
they would be responsible for one cottage. 

About $100 was then raised to build a cottage to 
be called the “First Church Cottage.” 

At Trinity. 

Trinity church was crowded yesterday, and 

quite a number were forced to turn away, unable 


to. get seats. 

The pastor, Dr. Walker Lewis, preached a 
thoughtful and argumentative discourse on 
“Heavenly Recognition.” 

“For now we see through a glass darkly, but 
then face to face. Now 1 know In part, but then 
shall I know even as also I am-known.”—I Cor., 
X11, 32. 

The morning sermon was deeply interesting. 
The pastor emphasized his remarks by several apt 
and striking illustrations. 

Dr. Lewis also preached at night on the subject, 
“Playing the Fool.”’ 

Trinity church is growing very rapidly. About 
three hundred accessions to its membership this 
year have greatly increased the tone of this grand 
church of home and foreign missionary enter- 


ise. 

Its contribution this year for all causes—educa- 
tional home work and foreign—will, it is under- 
stood, go above $40,000. 

At the First Baptist. 

Dr. Hawthorne preached at 11 o'clock Sunday 
morning irom the words, “It is more blessed to 
give than to receive.” 

The largest congregation that has attended 
upon any one service at this church for the past 
six months was present. 

The large attendance seemed an inspiration to 
the speaker and musicians, and both the sermon 
apd music were excellent. Dr. Hawthorne said: 

“It is not true ofpevery man that it is more 
blessed to give than to receive. A thousand wen 
could be found in Atlanta to whom giving is the 
next thing to dying. The blessedness of giving 
is realized only by the generous, the good and the 
noble. 

“Itis more blessed to give than to receive be- 
cause giving carries with it the sense of having, 
and the sense of proprietorship is one of our 
keenest and profoundest pleasures. It is a very 
just pride and satisfaction which a man feels in 

nowing that he owns something, whether it be 
inherited property or property earned by his own 
brawn or brain. 

‘‘No man should covet poverty. Thousands have 
sung the old itinerant’s song : : 

** ‘No foot of land do I possess, 

No cottage in the wilderness,’ 
but no one ever sun it with a 
heart. Every man in his right mind 
happier when he can stand upon some spot 

andsay: ‘This is mine; I bengne it with 

honest nnn there is not a dirty shilling in it, 
and my title is recorded and undisputed.’ 

‘It is blessed, therefore, to give, because giving 
implies having. We sbould not be angry when 

come to our door. We shoul eather 
God that we have something to attract 
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upon his attentive congregation the necessity and. 
benefit of seeking Christ, building all human and. 


have it to give. The church member who refuses 
to give is supposed to ¢onfess to one of two 
things—pauperisim or parsimony. Every church 
treasurer divides the membership into threo 
classes: First,, those who give; second, 
those who are two poor to give, and 
have to be supported by the church; 
third, those who are too mean to give. We 
know by actual experience that it is more blessed 
to give than to receive. I never gave a dollar to 
a needy buman being with a right motive without 
feeling that I had enriched myself more than 
him. I vever gave the hand of sympathy to a 
troubled and struggling fellow man that I did not 
make myself happier than I made him. The 
crowning gladness of our lives is the gladness we 
get in giving. 

“sympathy with the sorrow of another is the 
best inedicine for any sorrow of our own.” 


Central Presbyterian. 

Pr. Strickler preached a strong, logical sermon 
at the morning service on the reasons why we 
should worship Christ. It was based on the texts: 
“Untg Him who hath loved us and hath washed 
us from our sins in His.own blood, and hath made 
us kings and priests nnto God, His Father, to 
him be glory and honor for ever and ever,”—Rev.

The Last Spike Driven In the South Bound. 
A Good Connection for the BR. and PD. 
a 


The Richmond and Danville has mace traffic 
arrangements with the South Botnd, a line 
just completed on Saturddy from Savamnsh to 
Columbia, S. C. 

General Passenger Agent Babbitt, of the 
South Bound, spent the last two days of last 
week in Atlanta, and the new line’s former 
president, Ms. Scotia Tison, was here yester- 
day. 

The South Bound is 140 miles long, and is 
an air-line from Savannah right up 
through the middle of South Caro- 
lina to the state’s capital. It passes 
through a fine turpentine, timber and cotton 
country, and givesashort outlet tothe ses 
coast to a large territory. With its Richmond 
and Danville connections it will be a compet- 
ing road with the Coast Line for Georgia and 
Florida business northbound, and for South 
Carolina and northern business going south. 

A regular schedule from Savannah to Co- 
Inmbis, and on to Washington and New York, 
will be put on next Sunday. 

The new line has been christened 
the Magnolia route. Celonel Mike Brown, of 
South Carolina, was the promoter of the en- 
terprise, but he sold out his interest before the 
work had progressed far. Mr. H. M. Comer, 
Mr. Tison, Mr. B. A. Denmark, and Mr. ww. 
B. Stillwell, of Savannab, pushed the enter- 

rise through. Mr. Grant Wilkins, of At- 

anta, built the iron bridge over the Savannah 
river. On the Carolina side of the river is a 
trestle two miles long, carrying the? track 
through a wide sketch of low country 
which is subject to overflow when there are 
freshets in the river. Tie extension of this 
line on to Jacksonville is contemplated, but it 
will not be undertaken now. It is estimated 
that if built the new routes would shorten the 
time between Jacksonville and New York 
from five to seven hours over tlie Coast Line’s 
present route. 

The East Tennessee has put its foot down 
on the proposed consolidation of the Queen 
and Crescentand the Central trattic office at 
Chattanooga. By the proposed union several 
men could have been dispensed with, but, 
more than that, the Queen and Crescent would 
have turned its business over to the Central, 
to the loss of the East Tennessee. This the 
East Tennessee would not agree to, and 
things will remain as they have been.

Art Treasures to Be Displayed for Public 
Benefit. 


A NOVEL AND UNIQUE EXHIBIT 


That Will Show the Progress That Atlanta 
Has Made in the Last 
Decade. 


The coming art loan to be given at the 
Young Men’s Christian Associatién is attract- 
ing a great deal of attention. 

Older citizens will remember two art loans 
which were held here within the past decade. 
The first occurred in 1882, under the auspices 
of the Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. This was the first ever 
held in the south. It assumed sufticient pro- 
portions tocall forth extended notices from 
uumerous northern magazines. The second 
was conducted by the Young Men’s 
Library Association, and was, per- 
haps, equally as successful. Both of 
these exhibits resulted in stimulating a strong 
interest in art matters, and in consequence a 
series of art loans followed throughout the 


southern states. 

These locai exhibits furnished the first prac- 
tical demonstration that Atlanta was moving 
along in matters artistic as well as in matters 
material. 

The time has come for another art 
revelation. It is meet now that the 
curtain of privacy should be drawn aside for a 
season and that these treasures should be dis- 
played for the enjoyment of the public. 

The ladies of the Y. M. C. A. auxiliary real- 
ize this and they are preparing to meet the de- 
mand. 

bby the middle of next month they wil! give 
the finest art exibition ever seen in the south. 
Inaugurating the schemefin 1882,they are now 
preparing to follow up the movement with a 
titting climax. 

It is reasonable to infer that with a steady 
influx of weaith into Atlanta valuable sculp- 
tures and paintings have been brought 
here, too. Together with the speci- 
mens of the old exhibits these will 
be collected as far as possible and 
put before the public in the coming loan. 

The magnificent new Y. M. C. A. building 
will be nsed for the purpose. This has the 
advantage of being centrally located, convo- 
niently arranged, handsomely fitted and well 
lighted. It contains twelve fine rooms that 
will be devoted entirely to the purpose, be- 
sides the lecture room recéntly completed, 
which seats 700. 

No better adapted place for an exhibit could 
be found. It will furnish the most admirable 
facilities imaginable. It can hardly fail to 
bring together under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances the best art of our city. 

The iadies are now hard at work planning 
and executing. They propose to make the 
coming exhibit novei and unique in every par- 
ticular. 

The exhibit.wil! be divided into a dozen or 
more departments, each of which will receive 
the fullest attentiom possible. It is expected 
that the display of paintings, sculpture, etch- 
ings, engravings, as well) as drawings in 
crayon, pastelle and India ink, and work in 
water colors, will »%e rich, artistic and ele- 
gant. Nothing short of national exhibits will 


excel it. 

Bric-abrac, such as bronzes, china and 
class, will be especially complete. Books 
rare and valuable, manuscripts old and his 
toric, and everything of interest in the book- 
binder’s art, both old and new, wi!l receive 
particular attention, 

There will be displays of antique*furniture 
and of furniture with historic associations, 
such as Ben Hill’s favorite chair, Grady’s 
cradle, or the looking glass used by Ogle- 
thorpe. A hbeautifnl display will be made of 
needlework in tapestry, drapery and screens. 
Fans of all nationalities will be collected. 

Everything iovely and quaintin the Japan- 
ese will finda place. A collection: of rare 
coins will bé of interest to many. The skill of 
the carver in wood, irom and stone will be 
fully exhibited. Photography in all its phases 
of development, from the crude Daguecrreo- 
type to its present perfection, will be explained 
and illustrated by specimens of work and the 
machines. 

Jewelry, new and old, including all time 
pieces from buckeye. watches to grandfather's 
clocks, old brooches, earrings and necklaces; 
ail that was ever rich, ornamented or gaudy, 
or appealed to the love of show, will be found 
in the collection. The art of lithography will be 
explained and illustrated in detail. Itf historic 
development wil] be shown fully. Engrav 
ing, both fine steel engraving and the art of 
illustrating common newspapers, will consti- 
tute an interesting study. 

Architecture will be given ay important dis- 
play, with special help from the school of 
technology. The native woods of Georgia 
wiil be also shown. 

There will be a full and interesting denart- 
ment of miscellaneous triunkets—famous pens, 
autographs, -he costumes our grandmothers wore 
with the costumes of our daughters in contrast, 
the breeches of little boys and the swaddling 
clothes of infants who have grown to be men 
prominent in the history and development of 
Atlanta. It is said that the contents of this 
department will be rich, rare and racy. 

An endeavor wiil be made to collect with 
their history the oldest piano, organ, violin. 
banjo and other musical instruments that came 
to Georgia. The display of confederate relics 
will be especially full and interesting—some- 
thing which has never had adequate expression 

-in apy of our exhibitions. The local artists 
will give the handsomest display their genius 
has heen able to devise. The first directory 
and the tirst newspaper published in Atlanta 
will be there. 

Qne nove! feature will be a series of thirty- 
minute pre|udes, or short lectures, each even- 
ing. These will be made by people capable of 
gi\ipg instruction in each of the various de- 
partments, such a8 sculpture, clay modeling, 
etc, 

Lectures will be delivered on topics 
such as lithography and engraving, explaining 
in detail and illustrating by specimen work 
allstages of the art; or about coins, their 
mnanufacture, history, etc. Special lectures 
will be given on early buildings in Atlanta— 
their locations—what they were used for— 
what became of them—and their owners. 

All these Jectures will cali up some interest- 
ing discussions on the early history of Atlanta.

MUSIC AT THE PIEDMONT PARK. 


The Best People of Atlanta Heard It, and 
Are Better for Having Heard It, 
The Programme—A Success.

Yesterday was an ideal October day. 
The skies were speckless and the air was 
balmy. Nature smiled approvingly upon 
several thousand of Atlanta’s best people 
who went to Piedmont park to hear the 
concert, deeming it no profanation of the 
Sabbath to decorously hear the sublime 
creations of Chopin, Mendelssohn, Meyer- 
beer and Rossini as interpreted by the 
Mexican band, by the gifted musicians 
from the land of Cortez, who have come 
several thousand miles to fascinate Atlanta 
music lovers. 

It was not a “sacred concert,” for the 
reason that there is uo such thing as 
sacred instrumental music, except in the 


sense that all good music is sacred to the true 
lover of the divine art. 

The Mexican band isa picturesque organiza- 
tion, differing from any other band in the 
world. Itisasui generis. 

It contains fifty-one members. There are 
seven Clarionetists, seven cornetists, six 6ax0- 
phone players, two trum pters, two treble horns, 
four ordinary horns, one bassoon, two contra- 
bassos in B flat, two in E flat, one tuba, two 
French horns, two baritones, five trombones, 
two flutes, one piccolo, one bass drum, ane 
snare drum, tympani, cymbals, bells, etc. 

It is seen that there is a paucity of wood- 
wind instruments and an unusual number of 
saxophones and trombones, and only two 
French horns and not one euphonium. Yetit 
is a finely balanced band, and the ensemble is 
good, | 

Captain Payen is an experienced band- 
master and a thorough musician, He directs 
with ease and strength and precision. His 
magnetism seems to touch every musician, and 
he gets surprising effects of tonal coloring. 
Other master musicians inthe band are: L. 
Vizcarra, salophone soloist; M. Lopez, cornet 
soloist; M. Rowe and M. Colin, clarionet s0- 
loists. 

The concert began precisely at 2:30 o’clock, 
and lasted two hours. The following pro- 
gramme was given:

The concert was opened impressively with 
the funeral march of Chopin. It was played 
religioso, and might have been given in any 
church with propriety. The instruments 
blended well, the harmonies were rich and 
deep and the shading artistic. 

The potpourri onjairs from ‘‘Martha’’ formed 
a striking contrast. It was given with & 
rollicking abandon. It caught the audience 
and the applause was such as to delight Cap- 
tain Payen, who, however, was still more de- 
lighted when a lady in the crowd, Mrs. H. H. 
Cabaniss, presented him with a bouquet of 
choice flowers. 

The third number was given with true 
Mexican verve. The arrangement was prodi- 
giously difficult, yet the players overcame 
them . with... @. ng ease. This 
was really one of the best things 
on the programme, and the ap- 
plause was such as to compel an encore. 

The hunting song is a clever descriptive 
piece, arranged by Captain Payen in a highly 
¢nzenious way. The morning breaks calm and 
peaceful. The huntsmen prepare for the chase. 
They mount their panting, restive steeds and 
start with their hounds.for the woods. The 
bugler blows a merry blast. The hounds yelp. 
The horses gallop on,and the sportsmen join in 
@ gay song. The whips descend and the 
horses gallop furiously. The dogs areon the 
scent. They barkand yelp. The tally-ho’s 
bugle is heard. The discharge of guns resounds 
on thecrisp air. The game has been killed. 
The party returns with rollicking songs. All 
this is described by tonal effects, many curious 
instruments being brought into use. 

A tremendous success was this piece, and 
the audience was persistent and vehement in 
demanding a repetition. : 

The Indian march was a pleasing selection, 
admirably played. 

The piece de resistance was the overature to 
“Ruy Bilas.’”’ Mendelssohn isan unrivaled 
master of profound harmonies. His centra- 
funta!l devices make his music stand out in 
the richness of perfect art. This is a cele- 
brated overture. Gilmore played it here and 
so did Innes, but neither excelled its render- 
ing by thé Mexicans. Itisa test piece. Any 
band or orchestra that can play it, can play 
almost anything else. The keen delight man- 
ifested by the audience showed that it could 
understand and enjoy really good music. 

The selections from “I! Trovatore’ were 
above reproach and were as much enjoyed as 
any other number. 

The closing piece was the prayer from 
“Moses in Egypt,’’a tender and beautifal 
composition, replete with subdued harmonies. 
It was reverentially given, the true spirit ani- 
mating the musicians. It proved a fitting 
close tothe concert, and the audience dis- 
persed, each man and woman better for having 
heard it, 

By special request ‘La Polona’’ was played, 
and so much enjoyed thatit had to be re- 
peated, the audience being clamorous for an 
encore.
